If the city council is willing to spend 
$25,000 on additions to the Clarke Stad- 
jum, which are only temporary, it would 
be infinitely better business to spend up to 
$500,000 on a stadium that will serve Ed- 
monton for years to come, 

We are still of the opinion that the 
$25,000 expenditure is justified, first, be- 
cause it will enable a valuable agency of 
civic publicity, which the Eskimo Foot- 
ball Club surely is, to get off to a good 
start and, secondly, because, since the city 
gets 15 per cent cf the gross gate as 
rental, it will increase civic revenues. 

But the $25,000 project, at best, is only 
an expedient 

It will add only 2,168 seats to the pres- 
ent total of 3,200 and provide improved 
sanitary facilities. 

If attendance af the games comes up 
to expectations, the city will derive some 


$10,000 revenue from this enlarged plant 
in the first season. 

All that is very nice. But is it enough? 

With the city growing at the rate of 
10,000 a year, as the completed census has 
just shown, will make-shift grandstands 
seating a little more than 5,000 people 
do the job a civic stadium is supposed to 
do in a city of Edmonton’s potential size? 

Obviously it will not. . 

And, just as obviously, while the $25,- 
000 project is much better than nothing at 
all, it is surely neither wise nor far-seeing 
to approach this problem from the stand- 
point of expediency or a patched-up job. 

The Exhibition Association plans to 
spend half a million dollars this summer 
on a new concrete-steel grandstand. 

Why should anything less than that be 
considered good enough for Clarke 
Stadium? 


Something of a Discrepancy 


There is a strange discrepancy in 
Mayor Harry D. Ainlay’s present loud 
praise for the Northern Alberta School 
Safety Patrol and his recent condemnation 
of the proposed Junior Police Force in 
Edmonton. 

Of the former he said: 

“Boys and girls, the job you are doing 
is vital.’ 

Of the latter he said: 

“It would be nothing but a junior ges- 
tapo. I don’t want to see Edmonton chil- 
dren made sneaks and tale-bearers.” 

Of course the Safety Patrol is doing a 
magnificent job. 


But why should one branch of police 
work be “vital” while the other branches 
of police work are sneaky and reprehen- 
sible? 

It is eminently true that a boy or a girl 
does a vital job when he or she assumes 
the police function of taking over traffic 
control at dangerous street corners. 

But why is it not equally true that a 
boy or girl would do a vital job if he or 
she should assume the police function of 
combatting delinquency? 

Is a child injured by a speeding car 
much more of a,pitiable spectacle than a 
child plunging into crime? 


What Kind of ‘Americanism’? 


It would not be hard to applaud Paul 
Robeson when he shouts out to a crowd in 
New York: 

“T never accepted an inferior role be- 
cause of my race or color and by God I 
never will!” 

There is something close to the sublime 
in a declaration such as this because the 
decent people of this continent have no 
wish to condemn any race or color to in- 
feriority. 

But when he bawls out 
crowd: 


to the same 


“I defy any part of an insolent, domi- 
nating America to challenge my American- 
ism,” and follows this by saying: 

“T love the Soviet people more than any 
other nation,” he not only degrades the 
nobility of his former statement, but 
throws serious doubt on his good sense. 

What kind of “Americanism” is it 
that puts the “Soviet people” first? 

And what service does he do his colored 
compatriots when he champions their 
cause in one breath and .proclaims allegi- 
ance to a menacing power in the next? 


It Would Be a Shameful Act 


The federal department of justice 
should remit the sentence of death passed 
on a 16-year-old boy at Drumheller who 
was recetitly found guilty of murder. 

It is a sufficient blot on the humanity 
and intellectual resource of any civilized 
country that any person should be put to 
death in peace time 

But it would be infinitely shameful if 
we should start hanging children. 

It is probably true, as police and penal 
experience shows, that certain persons of 
rare incidence are so utterly depraved as 
to constitute a menace to society so long 
as they are alive. 

But to thrust a 16-year-old child into 
this category is as stupid as it is barbaric. 

There is a great deal of cruel nonsense 
talked about murderers having no pity on 
their victims and that, therefore, society 
should have no pity on them, 

A capacity for pity is a measure of

civilization, And unless society demon- 
strates a capacity for pity, it is not a 
civilized society at all. 

For that reason society should not 
mete out its compassion according to the 
meagre standards of the murderer, but ac- 
cording to the generous standards of de- 
cent men. 

It would be folly to encourage a storm 
of sentimentalism in which this unhappy 
youth would be turned free. 

His punishment should be turned to- 
wards proving to him that no one takes 
human life in this country with impunity. 
His rehabilitation should take the form of 
eradicating those perversions of temper or 
disposition that brought him into his pres- 
ent plight. 

But to hang him would be monstrous. 

Society’s authority to end a life is a 
solemn and a ‘dreadful thing. Society’s 
authority to make a gift of iife is perhaps 
the highest possible function of civilization.

Unemployment 
And Production 
Editor, Bulletin—It is with 


great regret that I observe that 
none of the respectable orthodox 
Political parties wil) take up the 
matter of unemployment and 
over-production. Why is there 
unemployment and why is there 
over-production? Before the First 
Great War Canada was booming. 
The country was being opened 
up. In fact, everything that goes 
to make a modern nation was be- 
ing built, and the power used for 
such undertakings was mostly 
manpower, supplemented by an- 
imal power. The steam engine 
was just coming into its own as 
a form of supplementary power. 
Then in the cities, sf course, there 
was electricity. There was no 
such thing as unemployment. And 
even so production could not be- 
gin to feel the demand. On every 
large project human power was 
the dominant factor. 

Go now into the field of pro- 
duction and you will see that 
a few machines have replaced 
thousands of men in production. 

But has a reasonsh'e share of 
the wealth which these machines 
produce been diverted to the use 
of the human beings which they 
have displaced in labor? I think 
not. 

For this governments and gov- 
ernments only must take the 
blame, for they only have the 
power to alter the situation. 

Now I claim that it is not ne- 
eessary to go either pink Social- 
ist, or Communist to solve these 
problems. In Russiz, I am told, 
the right of a job. or an income 
in lieu of a job, is guaranteed by 
the constitution of that country. 
Now the Russian system is recog- 
nized throughout the civilized 
world as being the wickedest 
system of any government of the 
world. Yet even they recognize 
the right of the individual to a 


living standard at a ratio to which 
the production of the country 
warrants, ‘ 

Therefore it is only right that 
we should ask any government to 
whom we give our support to al- 
ter our constitution to give us at 
least equal rights and privileges. 

How could these rights be es- 
tablished without going Socialist? 

In one way by doing away with 
all forms of taxation except turn- 
over tax. Income tax from in- 
come, production ,tax derived 
from stocks, bonds, etc., income 
tax from any source after a rea- 
sonable minimum has been es- 
tablished. 

I think that in this way the 
government could acquire enough 
revenue to finance all these un- 
dertakings without levying more 
than 25% of the turnover and 
production of the country. They 
could provide for the care of all 
who by reason of the use of the 
machine have no jobs, and could 
be made available to them either 
in the form of loans or alter- 
natively monthly incomes, d 
to the extent of a billion dollars 
would tend to absorb the sur- 
plus production. 

Would not this go a long way 
toward warding off a major de- 
pression and that without the 
use of Socialism or Commun- 
ism?

The month-old Big Four 
Foreign Ministers’ counci] meet- 
ing in Paris hag ground to a 
weary close, having recorded 
some achievement although it 
has done little to make the halls 
of the pink palace echo with 
satisfaction. 

Smail wonder that a United 
Slates spokesman wasn't opti- 
mistic in evaluating the results. 
One of the conference's chief 
accomplishments has been to 
emphasize again the conflict be- 
tween the two blocs—western de- 
mocracy and totalitarian bolshe- 
vism. It’s difficult to find com- 
mon ground on yital issues. 

The principal object of the con- 
ference-—to establish economic 
and political unity for many 
—hasn’t got far. The best that 
could be done by the four states- 
men--Vishinsky of Russia, Bevin 
of Britain, Scheuman of France 
and Acheson of the United Siates 
was to agree on a “modus 
vivendi” under which dismem- 
bered Germany wil! continue to 
be administered by the oppos'ng 
blocs,

ions on Berlin again.

There are six important 
facts that must be taken in- 
to account in determining 
what is the best marketing 


policy. They are as follows: 

The first point to keep 
in mind is that the first 
Wheat Board .had as it’s 
primary function the mar- 
keting of Canadian grain, 
in the best interest of the 
farmer. 

The FIRST Wheat 


Board Act was passed in 
1935. The first Wheat Board 
under the Act was in every 
respect a Board functioning 
in the best interest of the 
farmer. It was mot an 
agency of the Government, 
or subject to Government 
dictation as to prices. 


The SECOND important 
point to remember is that in 


1947, by an Act of Parlia- 
ment the present Liberal 
Government amended 


the Wheat Boerd Act and made the Wheat Board an Agency of the 
Government, not an agency of the Producer. 


The Government thus made the Wheat Board an agency, func- 
tioning not in the primary interest of the Producers, but rather 
one which had to carry out the Government's policy, even to selling 
the farmers’ grain for less than the Wheat Board could have sold it. 


The present Liberal Government thus provided that the Wheat 
Board was to become the agent of the Government, instead of con- 
tinuing as it had been — the agent of the grain producers. 


The actual amendments incorporated into the provisions of the 
Wheat Board Act, in order to make this change, read as folows: 
(I quote from the Statutory Amendment) — 

“4 (2) The Board is for all purposes an agent of His Majesty 

in the right of Canada and it's powers under this Act may be 

exercised by it only as an agency of His Majesty in the said 
right; 
3) The Board... . shall possess the following powers: 
(j) To act as agents for or on behalf of any Minister or 
agent of His Majesty in right of Canada, in respect of any 
operations that it may be directed to carry out by the Governor 
in Council.” 

The effect of these provisions in practice was that the Wheat 
Board was changed from being an agency of the Wheat Producers, 
charged with the responsibility for getting the best possible prices, 
to an agency of the Government which could use it, and did use 
it, and may still use it, to sell the farmers’ grain at less than the 
market price. In other words, the Liberal Government, in 1947, 
usurped the original power of the Wheat Board, which was to 
market the farmers’ products in the farmers’ interests, and it took 
power to make the Board carry out certain Government policies, 
which were not in the best interests of the farmers. 


The THIRD fact to keep in mind is that the Government then 
proceeded to exercise it’s new powers and to use the Wheat Board, 
not in the interest of the primary producer, but in the interest of 
the Government itsel/. The Government having interfered with the 
Board's policies in 1946, forced the Board to deliver 600,000,000 
bushels of the farmers’ wheat to the British Government, over a 
four-year period, at an average of some 67c a bushel less than the 
Wheat Board got for the balance of the farmers’ crops all those 
years. In other words, the Government, by this interference with 
the Wheat Hoard, lost to the farmers of Western Canada $400,000,- 
000.00 in that one big gamble with the farmers’ grain. 

jn add*tion to this, the Government also forced the Wheat 
Board to #2ll scores of millions of bushels of wheat to millers for 
consumption in Canada at prices far below the prevailing prices. 
This meant further huge losses to Western Farmers. 


The FOURTH ‘point to remember is that in 1948 the, Govern- 
ment passed an Act to force every farmer who grows oats and 
barley to sell these products through the Wheat Board only. In 
other words, it denied to every farmer the right to sell oats and 
barley in any other way. This Act was to be proclaimed after 
the three Western Provinces passed complementary legislation. 
This has now been done and after August 1st the growers of oats 
and barley in Western Canada will be forced to sell their oats and 
barley through the Wheat Board oly. 

The FIFTH point to keep in mind is that in 1948 the organized 
farmers of Western Canada, speaking through the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture at it’s annual convention, urged that the Wheat 
Board be restored to it’s original function — that of operating prim- 
arily in the interests of grain producers. This request was expressed 
in a resolution, which reads as follows: 

“That such legislation (re oats and barley) be based upon 
the principles that the Wheat Board shall be an ageney, operat-

ing primarily for the benefit and in the interests of grain pro- 

ducers.” 

The SIXTH fact to remember is that the above request of the 
organized producers was refused by the Government. The Board 
therefore still remains an agency of the Government and the Govern- 
ment insists that it remain so, The effect of this is two-fold: 1st, 
the Government has left it’s amending legislation on the Statute 
Books; and 2nd, in answer to a question in the House of Commons 
as to whether the Government intended to use the Board primarily 
in the interests of the producers, the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Mr. Howe, answered in the negative. His words are to be 
found in Hansard, page 1421, under date of March 14th, 1949, as 
follows: 

“It is obvious that the Government of Canada cannot give 
any undertaking that it will become responsible for the market- 
ing of coarse grains, solely in the interests of the producer, and 
without regard to the interests of the consumer of these pro- 
ducts.” 

In these two facts is found the official evidence of the Govern- 
ment’s refusal to comply with the request of the organized farmera 
to have the Wheat Hoard restored to it’s original function as @ pro- 
ducers’ agency. 


GRAIN MARKETING — POLICY FOR THE FUTURE 


What, under all these circumstances, should be the marketing 
policies of the farmers of Western Canada for the days ahead? 
What, under all tkese circumstances, are the policies in which I 
believe 7 What, under all these circumstances are the stated poli+ 
cies of the Party of which I am a member? They may be stated 
very briefiy, and they ought to be understood by every grower of 
grain in Western Canada. 

Our FIRST policy is to continue tie Canadian Wheat Board as a 
permanent institution for the markeiung of the farmers’ grain crops. 


Under no circumstances would the Board be disbanded by us. 
Our Party brought in this policy in the first place, Our Party has 
always favored it's continuance, and it believes in it more today than 
ever before. 

Our SECOND policy is to continue the fight to force the Govern- 
ment to make the Wheat Board an agency which operates in the 
interest of the farmers, rather than a Government Agency, which 
has sold, and may again sell, the farmers’ grain at less than the 
Wheat Board can sell it for. 

Government interference with the Wheat Board is the greatest 
danger the farmer has to face. Complete emancipation of the Board 
from Government dictatorship is essential to it’s success in ‘the 
future. 


Our THIRD policy in grain marketing is to leave entirely to the 
producers themselves the right to determine in what manner their 
grain shall be marketed. If the organized farmers, as a group, desire 
by a satisfactory majority, that coarse grains be continued under the 
Wheat Board, their wishes are to be respected and acceded to. If, 
after some experience with this plan, they desire to change it, they 
would have the right to do so. 


Likewise, if the farmers desire to eliminate the futures market, 
it will be within their power to do so, In other words, the growers of 
grain in Western Canada may rest assured that the Progressive Con- 
servative Party will not force upon them any type of marketing that 
the farmers themselves do not want or do not approve. 


We believe in leaving to those who produce the nation’s food the 
right to determine every aspect of the manner in which it shall be 
marketed. 


These three principles are basic in our policy on grain marketing. 
These three principles I personally support. hese three principles 
the Party of which I am a member supports. These three principles 
the organized farmers of Western Canada have requested. I know 
* and better long-term policy for the producers of grain in Western 

anada, 


In closing these remarks, let me give to every farmer my per- 
sonal assurance that, these principles, which all grain growers will 
recognize as being in their interests, will continue to be our guide. 
They mark the most forward step ever taken in the emancipation of 
the farmer from outside interference in the marketing of his products. 


These three policies leave the farmers, as a group, free from 
the domination of both Government and politicians who have sold, 
and may sell again, the farmers’ grain at less than it is worth. These 
three policies remove the farmers from any undue domination by the 
Grain Trade, which many farmers feel has had too great a say as to 
how their grain should be marketed. These policies: Marketing 
without interference by Governments and Politicians, and without 
domination by the Grain Trade, should mark a long step forward in 
the farmers’ marketing program. 

The policies I have outlined, I do not need to point out, are in 
complete agreement with the prjnciples discussed and approved 
at our National Convention of last October. 

I trust these three policies will meet with the widespread support 
they deserve from all grain growers, wherever they may live in 
Western Canada,
